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INTRODUCTION 



In the death of Theodor Storni, Germany lost one 
who had gained a distinct place in its literature. From 
the first, he was guided by a sure instinct, which 
determined his career. His mission was to give lit- 
erary expression to the life of the people whose home 
lies away to the north where the lowlands meet the 
sea. Among this people he had lived. With the poet's 
delicate appreciation, he feit the attraction and pathos 
of their life, reflecting it so perfectly, in lyrics, as in 
prose, that he who reads comes to feel a sympathetic 
interest in all that concerns the home of the poet. 

Born September 14, 1817, in Husum, Schleswig, the 
" gray city by the sea," for him the " charm of youth 
rested smiling upon it" for the threescore and ten 
years of his life. He was imbued by nature with 
what Erich Schmidt, one of his most appreciative 
critics, has aptly described as a " reverence for the 
tiniest and nearest." In Aquis Submersus, we find 
him as a mere boy, wandering dreamily through the 
heath, admiring its plant and animal life. Thus early 
did he lay the foundation for that idealized realism 
which characterizes all his later work. The men and 
women he pictures, even as he, feel this nature, and 
intensely. Again and again, as, for instance, the 
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Doctor in Drüben am Markt or Gabriel in Ein grünes 
Blatt, they Stretch themselves at midday in the high 
grass beside some sleepy stream, and listen to the 
rushes, moved by the breezes, or watch birds and 
butterflies ; and as they listen and watch, fancy begins 
to play, and some story of human life reflects the 
dreaminess of nature. Or again, at night, when the 
Stars twinkle, the heath Stretches away "black and 
impenetrable " in all directions. In Abseits, it seems 
to old Meta, as she Stands alone in the doorway of her 
home on the edge of the great moor, that the hoarse 
cry of an animal, which breaks the stillness of the 
night, has been wrested from the lifeless, dreary 
nature about her; as if the mists of the moor might 
have rolled themselves together into uncanny forms 
of animals, that Terror, crouching at night upon the 
piain, might have a voice. To no other writer, save 
perhaps Thomas Hardy, has the heath so many voices. 
He notes the " restlessness of the stars," " the mys- 
terious music of the summer night," the " electric 
crackling among the leaves/' His homage to nature 
is a veritable cult. He speaks of " finding himself " 
again in it after being troubled in soul. It " requires 
nothing " of him, but gradually " quiets and cools " 
him. 

Such sympathy with nature begets a certain dreami- 
ness and melancholy. Life, even as the moor, is seen in 
hazy outline. As one looks out over the endless piain, 
lying in " brown-violet haze," and beholds in the dis- 
tance the tower of a city, so aged men and women look 
back over the vistas of years, and behold a love, a 
friendship, rising distinct and clear out of life's monot- 
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onous level. Then follows the story, told by the poet, 
or by one or more of the chief characters. Some- 
times it is a revery, as when Reinhardt in Immensee, 
his glance falling by chance upon the picture of Eliza- 
beth as he sits alone at twilight in his arm-chair, re- 
views in memory the love of boyhood and young man- 
hood. Or, again, a story of youth is recounted by an 
aged grandame to children and children's children, 
assembled for a baptismal Service or Christmas festiv- 
ities. This is the poet*s method, his technique, adopted 
in the greater part of his stories. He is the poet of 
retrospect. 

It is piain that we shall not find in such writings 
the rush and movement of strong passions. Storm 
loves the quiet moods of the moor, and the quiet 
moods of life. The tone of his poesy is sad. Nearly 
all of his characters suffer, but quietly and sweetly. 
Seidom is the issue tragic, and when it is, we are 
made to feel that the tragedy is the natural ending 
of a life füll of disappointed hopes. There is nought 
of that psychological vivisection in which the natu- 
ralists delight. We are never shown the quivering 
nerves and muscles of a human being in agony. With 
true poetic instinct, he suggests suffering in some 
felicitous expression. The serious face of the school- 
master^in Abseits is marked by " that line of suffer- 
ing about the gray eyes which is not infrequent among 
the Frieslanders." Reinhardt notices on the band of 
Elizabeth " a fine line of secret pain." The poet even 
perceives a " line of renunciation " on one face, füll 
of quiet peace. 

Even youth has its premonitions of coming distress. 
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Johannes, in Aquis Submersus, is suddenly overcome 
with a causeless, anxious feeling, as he approaches the 
home of the one in whom all the happiness and suffer- 
ing of his life is to center. Reinhardt, in Angelica, 
speaks of the " dreariness and poverty " of his future. 
There are " so many men on earth in these days, that 
not to each can be given a füll life." Thus early is 
that note of renunciation Struck, sounded so often in 
maturer years. Storm's poetry has been called the 
"poetry of resignation." Early hopes are not real- 
ized. But life is never embittered by its incomplete- 
ness, rather sweetened ; there is ever a rieh aftermath 
of tender, though sad, recollection. True, there are 
moments of depression, when the spirit feels hope- 
lessly fettered, when man is helpless under the sway 
of the " gloomy, irresistible forces of nature," even 
as he is depressed by the heavy sea-mists which lower 
over his home on the moor, but in general, the self- 
sufficiency of the " I " is emphasized. 

These strong men of the North meet life's diffi- 
culties with a certain stoic philosophy, expressed by the 
physician in Eine Malerarbeit in the homely phrase: 
Man muss sein Leben aus dem Holze schnitzen, das 
man hat — und damit basta! His characters re- 
nounce the unattainable, and rest in the consciousness 
of individual worth. " Thou hast from life, in the 
end, only thyself " is a refrain that finds echo in 
many a heart. They renounce at first because they 
must, later because they will so to do, assuming new 
duties and performing them bravely. The keen alive- 
ness to the past, Storm suggests, rather than depicts. 
The aged Harre, in In St, Jürgen bas long since re- 
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Hnquished the hope of a union with the fair Agnes 
of his youth, but he never hears a swallow twitter, 
without being overcome with sweet longing. A with- 
ered leaf, the ticking of a clock, a picture, a page 
of a diary, suffices to recall the old home, the early 
love, to open the flood-gates of painfully sweet mem- 
ories. But the revery past, the duties of the hour are 
resumed with good heart. The poet does not picture 
mere dreamers, sentimentalists — rather natures capa- 
ble of dreaming, incHned to sentiment. His men 
and women do not withdraw from the conflict; they 
continue to live the life of their fellows, retreating 
only into the citadel of seif; types of those heroic 
natures everywhere, who have leamed to wrest victory 
from defeat. 

Theodor Storm's life may be divided into four 
rather distinct periods : his youth and young manhood 
in Husum, terminating in the study of law at the uni- 
versities of Kiel and Berlin ; the quiet years at Husum, 
spent in the practice of his profession and in writing, 
ending with the Danish war in the years 1848-1851; 
the thirteen years of exile in different parts of Ger- 
many, he having refused to submit to the conditions 
imposed upon him by the Danes at the close of the 
war ; the final period, beginning with his retum home 
on the establishment of Prussian sovereignty, and ter- 
minating with his death in 1888. 

It is not within the province of this brief introduc- 
tion to trace his intellectual development during these 
periods, as reflected in his writings. Attention need 
only be called to two significant and allied features: 
the marked patriotic trend of his lyrics and prose, and 
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his faithfulness to northem Ideals during his wander- 
ings in the southland. In prose, he has treated the 
most diverse themes : the legendary, the chronical, the 
psychological, and last, though first in point of time, 
the impressionist picture of contemporary life. The 
Word " impressionist " is apposite. Storni rarely does 
more than throw a light upon some salient point of a 
human life, leaving to the reader's imagination the 
task of filling in the details, and thus imparting that 
delightful feeling of participating in the creation of 
a work of art. All who love hearthstone stories, quiet 
eventide reveries, will not fail to enjoy this poet of 
a peculiar land and peculiar people. 

In St. Jürgen has been chosen to edit for American 
schools and Colleges; because it is typical of the largest 
class of Storm's writings. Erich Schmidt, in his 
Charakteristiken (which, with Paul Remer's Theodor 
Storm als mrddeutscher Dichter, deserves special men- 
tion as a most sympathetic and suggestive appreciation 
of Storm's work), says of this story : " It belongs in 
every respect to Storm's best creations." It is typical 
in both method and content. The story is told by the 
poet and two old people, the chief characters, Hansen 
and Harre. It is the old refrain: the Separation of 
two young lovers, the long waiting and hoping, the 
gradual renunciation, the acceptance of new and hard 
conditions, the retum in old age to find " all void.'* 
A sad, sweet, melancholy story, abounding in delicate, 
poetic motifs. It deserves a place beside Immensee, 
and derives special significance in that St. Jürgen 
is "the gray city by the sea," Husum, the poet's 
home.
